With only eight cast mem- 
bers, this year’s GHS 
musical, “Two by Two’, 
seemed destined to fall short 
of previous extravaganzas.

Supports TRIM 


The Crawford County Tax- 
payers Association are cir- 
culating petitions to place 
the TRIM proposal for fund- 
ing public schools on the 
Nov. ballot.

¢ Prohibit new property 
tax. 

* Cap state income tax at 5 
percent, using 1 percent to 
help finance education. 

¢ Give to education one- 
fourth of the money the state 
receives from oil and gas 
leases, royalties, and taxes 
from oil and gas production. 

¢ Use all lottery money for 
education. 

The TRIM groups says 
their financing of education 
will bring about the same 
amount of money presently 
going to education. But they 
will eliminate the paying for 
local schools through 
property taxes, raising the 
money through a more fair 
method, they claim. 

The TRIM proposal is sup- 
ported already by six county 
commissions and two 
Republican party county 
organizations.

@iieficit following a resounding 
Senate defeat of a temporary income 
tax increase. 

Although the Senate rejected the 
six-month tax hike of 1 percent, the 
issue is not dead as the state’s 
money woes remain real and the 
state is in jeopardy of a downgraded 
bonding rate in New York. 

The proposed tax increase, after 
the Senate’s second rejection, will 

e to a six-member Senate/House 
conference committee and could 
come back before the Legislature for 
another vote. 

Legislative leaders, however, did 
not hold out much hope that the 
conferees could find a plan that 
would be saleable in both houses. 

The House was able to pass the 
bill only after a grueling all-night 
session; the voting board was kept 
pen 37 minutes to allow intensive 
lobbying on the floor to round up the 
necessary majority. 

Governor William G. Milliken, 
who proposed the six-month tax in- 
crease as_a way to pump new 
revenues into the state’s sagging 
money supply, said the Senate 
defeat was a ‘major setback for the 
state’ and added that ‘‘sooner or 
later the Senate will have to face up

Milliken reiterated that the in- 
come tax must be the cornerstone of 
the efforts to solve the state’s 
problems as it is the one source 
which can supply adequate 
revenues. 

Following the Senate vote, Senate

severe financial crisis. He added

point that additional revenues were 
needed to avoid local cuts. 

Faust said he felt it would be 
almost impossible to achieve an in- 
come tax increase under the current 
climate.

148 seats in the Michigan Legisla- 
ture as well as the every 10-year 
reapportionment plan that will ulti- 
mately pit incumbents with other 
incumbents in the sare newly 
redrawn districts. 

With the uncertainty of not 


_ knowing the outlines of legislative 


districts and who may or may not be 
opposing one another, Senate mem- 
bers were just unwilling to vote to a 
tax hike in an election year. 

Senate Majority Leader Robert 
VanderLaan of Kentwood said the 
conferees will have to come back 
with a plan virtually unchanged 
from the defeated income tax plan 
but added, ‘‘I don’t think there’s 
much chance of it passing.” 

Meanwhile, the governor is work- 
ing on a contingency plan which 
could consist of other measures for 
revenue augmentation and_  ad- 
ditional cuts. Already more that 
$300 million has been cut out of the 
current year budget. 

Senate members are also looking 
at alternative plans, 

These include accounting changes, 
welfare benefit cuts, a new tax on 
radio, television and newspaper ad- 
vertising and additional program 
cuts. 

While all of this is happening in 
Lansing, New York bonding com- 
panies are watching carefully as the 
state is going to the market for $100 
million now and another $500 
million in the fall. The  state’s 
budget picture will determine an 
interest rate and the marketability 
of the bonds. 

Whatever plan now comes to the 
forefront, decisive action needs to be

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

While traveling to a meet- 
ing a short time ago, I 
crossed several rivers 
famous in the history of 
logging. Among them were 
the Manistee and the 
Muskegon Rivers where a 
hundred years ago the banks 
would have been covered in 
numerous places with 
rollways of pine logs. Those 
logs would have been 
gathered by dint of brute 
force, sweat, and bone- 
shattering accidents. The 
Rivers were high, in fact at 
flood stage, but each time I 
could get a glimpse of them, 
it seemed their surfaces 
were covered with rough- 
barked logs, and was there a 
riverman in the shadows at 
that bend with a peavy in 
hand? The sounds of modern 
travel drowned the bumping 
and banging of logs, the 
gurgle of water through 
tangled logs in a jam, and 
the relayed call of “jam 
below” as the rivermen 
raced to break the jam or 
their hearts in an oft- 
repeated test of endurance 
and river know-how. 

At Muskegon, the site of 
my meeting, it was easy to 
see the booms where the 
boom-rats sorted the logs by 
brands placed there months 
before by scalers on wind- 
swept rollways many river 
miles to the north. My 
thoughts strayed briefly to 
the thought of those tough 
men from the Tall Timber 
enjoying the dubious 
pleasures of the infamous 
sawdust flats before they 
returned broke and sore 
headed to timber to do it all 
over again. 

The next time you look at a 
map of this State, roll the 
names of our rivers off your 
tongue and remember how 
important they were yester- 
day and how much more so 
they are today.

A recent survey has discovered 
some reassuring news for Michigan 
residents beleaguered by rising 
energy costs. 

Few areas of the United States 
have escaped the sting that inflation 
and natural gas deregulation have 
dealt heating and electric bills. But 
the survey indicates that many 
Michigan residents have been hit 
less hard than persons living in other 
parts of the country. 

The survey studied electric and gas 
bills in America’s 25 largest cities. On 
separate lists, the survey ranked gas 
and electric service in the cities from 
cheapest to most expensive. 

Only two cities--Memphis and 
Indianapolis--showed up among the 
cheapest cities for both gas and 
electric service. Not even Sunbelt 
cities like Houston, Phoenix and New 
Orleans could make that claim. The 
bills were based on consumption of 
500 kilowatthours of electicity and 
100 ccf of gas. 

How does Michigan stack up? 
Consumers Power Company com- 
pared its bills for identical con- 
sumption with bills in America’s 25 
largest cities, The result: the com- 
pany’s bills, like those in Memphis 
and Indianapolis, are among the 
cheapest for both gas and electric 
service. 

The comparison shows that the 
company’s customers are paying less 


prices has turned things like insu 
lation, weatherstripping and home 
energy analysis into household 
words. 
The nation has been buffeted by an 
inflation rate that has pushed the 
Consumer Price Index up 135 
percent since 1970. Prices have 
escalated for almost everything 
including clothing, food, homes, 
electricity and heating fuels. In 
fact, it would take $2.34 today to 
match $1 worth of 1970 buying 
power, 

Consumers Power Company's 


electric rates have increased more 


slowly than the Consumer Price 
Index. Still, inflation has taken a 
heavy toll. 

For example, a typical residential 
electric customer of Consumers 
Power Company using 500 kilo 
watthours, paid an average of $12.12 
a month in 1970. Any electric 
customer can tell you he is paying 
much more than that in 1982 dollars.
